I've had one- 
on-one confrontations with him. It's a bipartisan utter scandal. 
Kissinger should have demanded a list of accounting up front be- 
fore he signed off the Paris Peace Accords and got the Nobei Peace 
Prize. At least Tran Van Dong had the savolr fa ire to reject the . 
peace prize, because he knew what he was about, the conquering of 
Southeast Asia by force. 
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
